1. BRITISH AND FRENCH FEB 25 CIRCULATED REVISED DRAFT 
RESOLUTION ON CYPRUS (TEXT PARA 3), WHICH DOES NOT ADDRESS 
KEY QUESTION OF NEW NEGOTIATING PROCEDURE, SUCH AS SC ADVISERS 
OR GOOD OFFICES MISSION. THIS QUESTION WAS HANDLED BY INCLUDING 
A BRACKETED FIFTH PARA STATING "FURTHER DETAILS RELATING TO 
SYG'S MISSION COULD BE INSERTED HERE." ONE OF MAIN REASONS 

FOR CIRCULATING TEXT NOW, BEFORE SHAPE OF POSSIBLE COMPROMISE 
ON KEY ISSUE HAD EMERGED, WAS TO PREEMPT DRAFTING EFFORTS OF 
NON-ALIGNED (ROMANIA WAS ALSO REPORTED TO BE FLOATING IDEA 
OF "BALKAN CONFERENCE" ON CYPRUS, WHICH WOULD EXTEND TO 
INCLUDE SYRIA.) 

2. FIRST REACTIONS OF PARTIES TO DRAFT WAS "WE-CAN-LIVE- 
WITH-IT" ATTITUDE BY TURKS, DISAPPOINTMENT BY CYPRIOTS 
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THAT "CENTRAL ELEMENT" HAD BEEN OMITTED. COUNCIL MEMBERS 
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GENERALLY REACTED POSITIVELY, USUAL RESERVATION BEING THAT 
PARTIES THEMSELVES SHOULD AGREE. COMMENT: BRITISH-FRENCH 
DRAFT IS USEFUL AS A FOCUS FOR FURTHER DISCUSSION, BUT THERE 
IS STILL CONSIDERABLE DISTANCE TO GO BEFORE FINAL AGREEMENT. 

3. DETAILS OF GENERALLY INCONCLUSIVE SC DEBATE FEB 25 

BEING REPORTED BY UNCLASSIFIED SUMMARY. NEXT MEETING SET FOR 
THURSDAY AFTERNOON, FEB 27. 

4. QUOTE THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

HAVING CONSIDERED THE SITUATION IN CYPRUS IN RESPONSE TO 
THE COMPLAINT SUBMITTED BY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF 
CYPRUS, 

HAVING HEARD THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND 
THE STATEMENTS MADE BY THE PARTIES CONCERNED, 

DEEPLY CONCERNED AT THE CONTINUATION OF THE CRISIS IN 
CYPRUS, 

RECALLING ITS PREVIOUS RESOLUTIONS AND IN PARTICULAR 
RESOLUTION NUMBER 365 BY WHICH IT ENDORSED GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
RESOLUTION NUMBER 3212 (XXIX), 

NOTING THE ABSENCE OF SATISFACTORY PROGRESS TOWARDS 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OF ITS RESOLUTIONS, 

NOTING FURTHER THAT THE OBJECTIVE OF REACHING FREELY AN 
ACCEPTABLY POLITICAL SETTLEMENT, BASED ON THE FUNDAMENTAL 
AND LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES, HAS NOT YET 
BEEN ACHIEVED, 

1. CALLS ONCE MORE ON ALL STATES TO RESPECT, AND URGENTLY 
REQUESTS THEM, AS WELL AS THE PARTIES CONCERNED, TO REFRAIN 
FROM ANY ACTION WHICH MIGHT PREJUDICE, THE SOVEREIGNTY, 
INDEPENDENCE AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF THE REPUBLIC OF 
CYPRUS; 

2. REGRETS THE UNILATERAL DECISION OF 13 FEBRUARY 1975 
DECLARING THAT A PART OF THE REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS WOULD BECOME 
A "FEDERATED TURKISH STATE" AS TENDING TO COMPROMISE THE CON- 
TINUATION OF THE NEGOTIATION BETWEEN THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 
THE TWO COMMUNITIES WHOSE OBJECTIVE MUST CONTINUE TO BE TO 
REACH FREELY A SOLUTION PROVIDING FOR A POLITICAL SETTLEMENT 
AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE CONSTITUTIONAL 
ARRANGEMENT; 
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3. CONSIDERS THAT NEW EFFORTS SHOULD BE UNDERTAKEN TO 
ASSIST THE RESUMPTION OF NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE REPRESEN- 
TATIVES OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES; 

4. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, ACCORDINGLY, IN THE 
FRAMEWORK OF A NEW MISSION OF GOOD OFFICES, TO PLACE HIMSELF 
PERSONALLY AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE PARTIES TO FACILITATE 

THE RESUMPTION, THE INTENSIFICATION AND THE PROGRESS OF 
COMPREHENSIVE NEGOTIATIONS, CARRIED OUT IN A SPIRIT OF 
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UNDERSTANDING AND OF RECIPROCAL MODERATION; 

5. (BEGIN BRACKETS) IF NECESSARY, FURTHER DETAILS 

RELATING TO THE SECRETARY-GENERAL'S MISSION COULD BE INSERTED 
HERE (END BRACKETS) 

6. CALLS ON THE PARTIES CONCERNED TO CO-OPERATE CLOSELY 
WITH THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND HIS SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE 
IN THE DISCHARGE OF THIS NEW MISSION OF GOOD OFFICES; 

7. RECOMMENDS THE PARTIES CONCERNED TO BEAR IN MIND AND 
TO TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION, IF THEY CONSIDER IT USEFUL, ANY 
APPROPRIATE INITIATIVES THAT MIGHT SEEM TO THEM TO BE LIKELY 
TO BE OF ASSISTANCE TO THEM IN FACILITATING THE NEGOTIATIONS 
ENVISAGED IN THE PRECEDING PARAGRAPHS OF THIS RESOLUTION; 

8. DECIDES TO REMAIN SEISED OF THE QUESTION, IN PARTICULAR 

IN ORDER TO SUPERVISE THE EARLY AND FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF ITS 
RESOLUTIONS AND, FOR THAT PURPOSE, REQUESTS THE SECRETARY- 
GENERAL TO REPORT TO IT WHEN HE CONSIDERS IT APPROPRIATE.
